bciii [irtiil lo thr ri>f'«nt cxhiliition l»y 
Prof. Flindprs I'l'trio of some re- 
markable color porlniitfl which he 
HiBcovered in an l-'un ptinn cemetery 
at Fflyomii. Tlic ((iiu'Iitv dntcfl 
from about the first century and it^ 
oceapenta were probably Romans. 
The portraitfl wliiih Hip profpssor 
has diacovrrpd arc paintod on thin 
ppdar wood nnd mitp iispd na a pov- 
cring over the face of each mnmmi- 
fied body. ProfeMor Petrle oomid- 
prs that tlip.-ip nrp prolmbly the ear- 
lip^^t paintings know, aud Mjs that 
many of the portraits are of such 
individnnlity nnd gfrontrth as to 
rhnll'n>jp pnmpiirison with thp tfpli- 
riir nnd itnni;iiuitinii f)f inidcrn art- 
ists. This is particularly remark- 
ahle from the fact that the basic 
material of tin- pniiil.s is hi'p<jwax, 
\tliich must hnvp iiccn nirlt<'il to rp- 
ceive the pigment, and then iiipltpd 
again imemdiately before u»c. i'Ht' 
colors have been found to consist of 
mineral ochre, and haomatitr, the 
blacks and-»charcoal, and the pinks 
and parplee are madder. It is in- 
tprosting to note that scvpral modern 
artists have attempted to use hees- 
wax in their pigments, but the re- 
sults have been unsatisfactory, owing 
to its tendency to either harden too 
.slowly, wliiiii causes the eolors to 
run, or too quickly, causing the 
bmdi to become clouded.

For two thousand years the 
Cliirst Cliilil has reigned On earth:

Puttins altogether aside, as .in thi^ 
place we must, the religious as- 
pi cis, the ethical associalion.s ol 
the C'lirislmas week, are there nol 
historical, recorded data of sioffu- 
lar siirnificiinre. ? 

Two thousand years i.« a long 
rciirn for this beatification of 
motherhood and l)iil)y|]no(l; lioih 
itig coulil liHve l)ecn liinubler or 
less ambitions (we use the word in 
no oliViisi\e sense) than its heoin 
nings. Nor, for a couple of cen- 
turies or thereabouts, did it make 
much iioi.se in the world. But al- 
most from liie dawu of time il 
seems today— so universally ac- 
cepted is the tradition -men have 
dated from the birth of the Won- 
derchild. The chronology of two 
hemispheres takes its time from 
the Nativity, and all m«l speak of 
tiie Christian era. 

There are other eras. Did not 
tho Koinans date from the founda- 
tion of the Eternal City ?

C is the abbreviated form — is it 
i anywhere in evidence today? 
The Moslems commemorate the 
llitrht of the Prophet — who, not of 
their fiiitli, rules his life by tin 
llei;irai Tiiere are tables ol 
time Confucian and Buddhist. 
There is a Jewish calendar, lunar, 
nor solar, and the fasts and festa 
vals of that ancient mother-creeci 
are calculated by its accidents, be 
vond that circle it has no sway 
But the Christian era is of auto 
matic acceptance; it provokes no 
discussion; it is no more to Ix 
avoided than the weatlier. 

We have said that it is easy to 
miike liuht of the civilizution thu' 
bears that sliining title, easy, bui 
of little avail. For, it is the ver\ 
vigor anil vitality of tliat civiliza 
tion that insure the universality of 
the calendar Christian civilization 
lias cliiiii:„'-c(l the face of the pres- 
ent, tlie texture of the past, and. 
iipyond all else, the outlook Ui- 
ward u future. Is il founded on 
no more than a promissoi-y note 
that shall never come to maturity t 
We may not, iior will uot. enter 
inio kuch uisi-uKsion in this place. 
We do but record a ver.v evident 
fact: the Christian era has a 
meaning, an influence, a Ics.son, 
that cannot be separated from tlie 
word Christian. — LouisvillaTiinaa.

She 
lived upon the grasses by the way- 
side and gave milk that nourished 
our forefathers. Since then she 
has always "stood by** and has 
made civilization in the West pos- 
sible. She is still faithful. We 
i>roucll.y call her Americans queen. 
Should we lose her we would not 
know what to do to keep ud the 
fertility of our land. We need 
her. And today "whereyer there's 
a cow there's a home." 

When we awake in the morning 
and look around the room we see 
plaster upon the walls. It is held 
in place and strengthened by the 
cow*s hair. Our buttons and our 
combs are ma le friiiM lier horns. 
Uur shoes are made from her skin. 
For bnakfast we eat some com- 

llakes which she helped to produce 
by adding fertility tO' the soil. We 
drink a glass of her milk and put 
;i little of her cream on our break- 
fast food and ifito our coffee. We 
then eat a slice of bacon, some 
cream jiTavv and .some scrambled 
eggs, all of which the caw helped 
:o produce by furnishing the skim 
milk. We look around the table 
and see children whose fostei- 
mother she is. We finish oui 
morning's meal by ea'ing a little 
hcese, some steak and some hoi 
.ream biscuits covered with n 
ayer of biitter which she has pro 
. ided for us. 

For our noonday meal we nia.\ 
^at soup made from her tail or hei 
shank, and also .some of her roas 
)eef. We tinish this meal by ea;- 
ug a pumpkin or a cream pie an< 
•ome cake. Thev were sweettnei 
A'ith sugar that was made whit< 
>'ith her blood. Along with th< 
.en she is responsible for the pies 
Oven the pumpkin itself grew be 
Huse the land had been fertilizec 
vith her bones. Possibly in th< 
■ liddif of the afl M iiooii we eat 
libh of ice cream and later drini' 
:ome buttermilk. Then as we g< 
lome for supper wiiich the cow 
lelped to make possible we see i 
lan coming out of a store with h 
Kwhide robe ovei' his shouhh'i' 
nd meet a farmer who is hauling 
o feed his hoge some tankage 
hich wM made from the eow*t 
'ody. I 

While the American hog liying 
ipon skinnnllk, corn and clover 
p lys the son's and daughter's way 
hrough college, and the hen 
cratching in the cow-yard pay^^ 
he grocery bills, America'.- 
lueen — the dairy cow — milks th» 
Mortgage right off the farm. 
vVith the exception of the hen the 
ow is the only anin'al from which 
vo can clip a protit coupon every 
lay and still let the aninial live. 

For many years llie cow, the 
nog and the hen have been man's 
jest fi lends. They stand by him 
in prosperity and in poverty, in 
health end in riekoese^ in peace 
and in war. Foi- cruelty, poor 
care and improper feed they will 
without B moment's hesitation take 
revenge on their master through 
the medium of the pocketbook. 
On the other hand, there are no 
itnimals on the face of the earth 
that will respond so qoicUy and 
so liberally in a Bnancial way to 
good care, kindnes.i and an abun- 
dance of proper food as the cow, 
the hog and the hen. — (i. W. Pat-

Many of the short crops of the 
p!»>t season re-iiilted from pom 
management. Wiiile it i.s imi>o.s 
sible entirely to escape the effect' 
of freakish woiilher or llic iiisec 
and funjius enemies of crops, it is 
possible to dull the force of na 
tare's lilows nnd to iiitcii^il'y in- 
benelits. Tin; most impoil-ui 
problems of crop production p'^r 
tiiir. to the foiiscrviilion of fiTt i ;it . 
moisture and good tilth in the soil 
Saitable crops and specitil varietie- 
must be clioscn for cci taiti cliiniili 
and soil couditious. Seed must i>c 
treated for som» disensm, and tb. 
crops may l)t' siirayed or .safe 
guarded in other ways to protec 
from other enemies. Aii<l on ovirr\ 
farm the soil mu.st be fed thnni<;l 
live stock or else by the direct ap 
pliciition of fertilizers.

Prttect Mi Re-plMt tIeFircsts;, 

Among the matters of very great 

importance that will be con.si.Iered 
by the incoming Legislature is the 
establishment of a Department, or 
Bureau, of Foresty. There are 
few, ifjiny, matters that will be' 
brought to the attention of the 
Legislature of more importance tey 
commercial and tinancial interests 
of Kentucky than the preserva- 
tion of the present forests and th« 
reforestation of the thousands of 
acres of bind from which tho tim- 
ber has been stripped with wanton 
wastefulness. The jralue of the 
forests of Kentucky should an- 
nually be iMireased' waA would be 
increased under wise and adequate 
laws forbidding the uselete de- 
stractieii of smell Ireea and ^e- 
quirintr the replantinc of trees by 
the lumbermen or by the State 
As we reeafl the figures the value 
in money of the annual prodtfet of 
the forests of Kentucky is now 
some twenty-four oriUions of dol- 
lars, but unless immediate steps 
are token to prevent the devasta- 
tion of the forests that remain and 
to induce the planting of trees on 
land that has already been denud- 
ed of its t.-ees, there will be » 
quick and rapid diminution in the 
value of that product. Already 
the decrease in the aOQual prodnclb^ 
has begun and it will rvquire 
prompt and wise action on th« 
part of the Legislature to preVent 
much more rapid decrease. 

We hope every member of the 
Legislature will give careful con 
sideration to the bills that will b 
introduced to put Kentucky
